LETS TALK FACTS 


on FLYING 


by JOHN J. B.\SCO 


in last week’s article, I just brushed the surfaie in 
explaining the difference between being an airline 
pilot and a private pilot. 
Even if I wrote a thousand articles on this subject, 
I still couldn’t cover it completely, but 1 can at least 
point out the major differences. 
To begin with, an airline pilot operates a tremend- 
ously complicated multi-engine machine. He needs an 
entire crew to help him do this. Secondly, he and his 
airplane are usually restricted fo large, eontroiled air- 
ports, such as are found at big cities. Thirdly, when­ 
ever an airline pilot flies anywhere, he must give 
ground stations constant radio positions, and he must 
adhere to a rarefully prepared flight plan right down 
to the minute. 
Fourthly, the airline pilot often finds 
that when he reaches his de.stination he must circle in 
the air before he t an land, due to heavy aircraft tiaffie 
around the big city airport. 
When he dors land, he 
lands according to instsucHons received frtnn a (onirol 
tower. 
.Make no mistake aI>out it. these airline pilots are 
professiona!»—the world’s best—and all the eomplleated 
radio procedures, controls, etc., are all in a day’s work 
to them. 
For the non professional private pilot, however, 
things are vastly different. 
He has no suth pressures 
to contend with. His flying is usualiy done from a small 
grass airport. 
No tower. 
No flight plans. 
No radio 
procedures. No heavy traffic. He takes off, flies, and 
then lands at a similar airp^irl. He has over 3,»hm> air­ 
ports to choose from—many more than the airline pilot 
with his huge, muiti-engine airplane. 
Sometimes, of 
course, a private pilot wants or needs to go to a big- 
city airport, or wants to file a flight plan, etc. That t 
entirely up to him. But for the average private pilot, 
there is nothing more complicated about flying his 
plane than there is about driving his car. 
As I said, I could write a thousand articles illustrat­ 
ing the differences between being an airline pilot and 
a private pilot, but It can all be summed up by simplv 
saying that one is a tough, exacting job, while the 
other—private flying—Is primarily a pleasure. 
Don’t 
ever confuse the two—there Is simply no romparison.
